WASHINGTON, May 4.—Presi- 
dent Marding has turned his back 
with tle finality on the 
isolat in the Senate. It is 
his view that no man, regardless 
of previow® beliefs, could serve a 
term in the White House and go 
out of office believing possibile 
or advisable for America to remain 
aloof from the rest of the world 
in economic and political affairs. 

To the President, that ancient 
shibboleth of the sa in 
tance and the “great e” of 
3000 miles of ce@an cannot longer 
stand the test when two Army 
aviators make a nonstop ht 
from New York to ten Diego. 


NOT RETREATING 

Mr. Harding ts not retreating 
from his irreconciliable stand 
against the.League of Nations, as 
given in his recent address in New 
York. but he is getting back to an 
association of nations, ofr to be 
more precise, association with the 
notions, for adjustment ef world is- 
sues frdm which the United States 
is not properly separable. 

The White House today author- 
iged such an outline of the Prep- 
ident’s position. It was intended 
as an elucidation of Mr. Harding's 
view that there is no current hec- 
essity for a campaign of propagan- 
da in behalf of his prepoesal for 
cenditiona! America sdéherence to 
the permanent court of tsterna- 
tional justice. 

Unwilling as he is to make the 
world court a personal teeue be- 
tween himself and the Senate 
now, the President. " Wee made 
clear. te wholly of the opinion that 
there never will be another Presi- 
dent of the United States. who will 
believe on leaving the White House 
that the United States can remain 
aloof from the other gréat nations 
of the world.

GEN. WEYGAND 6AITS 
CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS! 
TOULON (France) 
Gen. Maxine Weygand sailed 
Syria today on board the French 
battieship Lorraine. 

Gen. Weygand was appointed last 
month, to be French high commis- 
sioner end commander-in-chief in 
Syria. Hig appointment was con- 
sidered significant in some quar- 
tera in:connection with. the 
objections to the reported concen- 
tration of Turkish troops along the 
border of Syria, over which France 
has a mandate. In Turkish circles
